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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to the claims to recite nucleic acids comprising SEQ ID NO: 4 raises new issues that would 
require further search and consideration. The claims previously under consideration were limited to any BRCA2 nucleic acid containing a 
mutation at position 199 of SEQ ID NO: 2. SEQ ID NO: 2 represents exon 15 of the BRCA2 gene and consists of 182 nucleotides. As 
amended, the claims encompass the subject matter of the full length BRCA2 gene representing the omil haplotype (i.e. SEQ ID NO: 4). 
This sequence consists of 10,485 nucleotides and includes mutations/nucleotide variations at positions 1093, 1342, 1593, 2457, 2908, 
3199, 3624, 4035, 7470, and 9079 of the BRCA2 gene. Accordingly, the amendment to recite these additional specific nucleotide 
sequences and mutations raises new issues that requires further search and consideration. Additionally, the amendment to add new 
claim 105 raises new issues under 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph because the phrase "the BRCA2 protein" lacks proper antecedent 
basis.. 


Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance for the reasons of record in view of the non-entry of the 
after final amendment. In particular, the response argues that the claims as amended are not anticipated by U.S. Patent 5,891,857 or 
6,045,997 because these patents do not teach the exact full length sequence of SEQ ID ON: 4. Applicants arguments are directed to the 
subject matter of the non-entered claims. Accordingly, the previous rejections are maintained for the reasons of record. 
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
